| causes for bad bieath and manv 


times thev are overlooked by the suf- 
ferer in his eagerness for cure 
Do 


not be misled and expect Tmlitosls to 
be cured, even if It Is improved, by 
the vigorous use of a mouth wash or 
toothpaste 


Indicates Trouble Elsewhere 


The presence of halitosis Is a sign 


of a disturbance somewhere In the 
body. This may be in tbe mouth, or 
it mav be in some distant part of the 
body. 


Diseased and Infected tonsils are^a 


frequent cause of halitosis 
When 


the tonsils are enlarged and pus In- 
fected. they g^ve off a foul odor. The 
cure of the bad breath and other 
more serious symptoms is made pos- 
sible by removal of the diseased ton- 
sils. 


Halitosis may be due to an obsti- 


nate catarrhal condition which must 
be relieved before the breath can be- 
come sweet. 


I am confident that many cases of 


halitosis can be traced to failure of 
elimination and disturbed digestion. 
When there is any tendency to con- 
stipation, there is an accumulation of 
poisonous substances witbm the 
body. 


Manv cases of bad breath have 


been traced to Intestinal troubles. 
This can be corrected by change of 
diet, exercise and the taking of plen- 
ty of water and fresh air. Usually 
there is too httJe "roughage" In the 
diet The necessary roughage fs sup- 
plied by eating plenty of fresh fruits 
and vegetables. All food should be 
sJowly and carefully chewed. Drink 
at least six to eight glasses of water 
daily. 


Seek tbe Inner Cause 


In what I have said, I do not mean 


to imply that neglect of the teeth and 
Sums will not cause halitosis. De- 
cajed teeth permit the accumulation 
of food particles and germs. When 
this condition is overlooked, there is 
sure to be an unpleasant odor. Fail- 
ure to brush the teeth and dental 
plate work is another factor. 


Make a check-up of your teeth 


w ith an X-ray picture. Then be gov- 
erned accordingly. Of course all de- 
ca>ed teeth should be removed or the 
cavities properly filled- 


As jou see there are many causes 


for halitosis. The cure Is simple if 
tbe cause is known. Mouth washes 
and tooth pastes are of value as 
Cleansing agents. But too much faith 
must not be put in these mild anti- 
feptics.
